This was far above 
the average gain of slightly 
, more than 3 per cent for 1947- 
1959. The 1958 recession year 
increase was only 0.9 per cent. 
“ Every major category of 
; family spending shared in the 
expansion’’ last year. The Com­ 
merce Department said in re­ 
leasing the report last night. 
Spending 
for 
transportation, 
mostly new cars, jumped the 
most — 15 4 per cent to a rec­ 
ord $38 9 billion. 


The department reported a 
jump of 114 per cent in “ per­ 
sonal business” spending. This 
included higher interest pay 
ments on installment debt -— 
which hit a record last year — 
along with higher non-prem­ 
ium costs of life insurance and 
other financial charges. 
Spending for food and to­ 
bacco rose 2 4 per cent to $85.2 
billion, the largest single item 
in the consumption total.

Orlando 
Cepeda hadn’t played a ball 
game in the outfield* until early 
this spring and Willie Kirkland, 
a great potential, was really on 
trial. 


As we said early last spring 
Johnny 
Antonelli 
and

Jones had to pitch back to their 
1959 form to make the Giants 
a threat. 
Besides those two 
proving a flop, Stu Miller, or­ 
dinarily a good relief hurler, 
fell flat on his face, along with 
Billy Loes, Bud Byerly, Joe 
Shipley and Georges Maranda. 
Add to the failure of Mike Mc­ 
Cormick, who hasn’t finished a 
game in his last eight starts, 
and you get some idea of why 
the solid (Hants of the spring 
are becoming the monumental 
unbalanced team as the second 
half of the race is under way. 
Any pitcher can get hit hard, 
but when they get it so con­ 
sistently as McCormick, Jones, 
et al, you begin to w inder what 
is the real reason for the club 
falling apart.

W hat’s 
wrong with the 
Giants? 
Everybody seems to be asking the 
question. Nobody has the answer. If 
they did the could peddle it to Hor­ 
ace Stoneham for a tidy sum. 
Stoneham himself must share part 
of the blame, but the primary respon­ 
sibility rests with the players them ­ 
selves, not Stoneham, the ousted Bill 
Rigney or the current manager Thom­ 
as Clancy Sheehan. As the No. 
1 
boss and president of the ball 
club, Stoneham's inability to 
delegate authority is a serious 
weakness in his organization 
The ball players themselves 
cannot have complete respect 
for a manager whose authority 
is not absolute in running the 
ball club.

Although the personnel at 
Arequipa has radically changed 
during the half century' it has 
been operating, the aims have 
remained constant. 
W hether for tubercula wo­ 
men, crippled children or Girl 
Scouts, the words of the first: 
medical director, Dr. P h i l i p 
King Brown still are in a sense 
applicable. “P i c t u r e puzzles 
and p l a y i n g cards are well 
enough in their way for certain 
minds,” he said “ but if it is 
worth undertaking the task of 
keeping the minds interested 
on an ever advancing plane, it 
is worth the time of a skilled 
t eacher to make the work as 
vocational as possible. Work is 
contagious and the creative inC 
stinct is strong in most peo­ 
ple.” 
T h e 
Arequipa 
Sanitorium 
was established near Fairfax 
Sept. 1, 1911 as an experiment 
in the care of tubercular work­ 
ing girls at a minimum fee. Al­ 
though its name means “place; 
of rest,” the founders believed 
an occupation was desirable for 
every patient and the character 
of each line of work should be 
engrossing enough to hold the 
patient's interest. Here then is 


a parallel with the present resi-| 
dents of the area, the Marin 
County Girl Scouts, who be­ 
lieve that through the various I 
interest fields of the Scouting 
program such as arts, citizen­ 
ship, out-of-door living, sports 
and homemaking. any girl can 
find an all-consuming interest. \ 
Although much of the Girl 
Scout program can be accom­ 
plished through the home, a 
great deal must make use of 
the out-of-doors. Conservation, 
nature studv. cookery, w a t e r 
safety, citizenship, snorts and 
games, agriculture all are in­ 
tegral parts of the Girl Scout 
program and depend on the 
availability of space, a rapidly 
vanishing commodity even in 
Marin county. It was therefore 
a happy turn of events when 
the Arequipa property, through . 
the Bothin Convalescent Home 
Foundation, became available 
for the use of the Girl Scout 
Council. 


CHERISHED IDEAL 
The aim of the Sanitorium— 
medical, economic and educaC 
tion care — was a long cher-l 
ished i d e a l of Dr. Brown. I 
Through gifts and services o f ; 
a group of interested people in 
the community, his idea came' 


to fruition. Through Miss Eliza­ 
beth Ashe, 35 acres of beauti­ 
fully wooded land were given 
by Henrv E. Bothin; the build­ 
ing was planned by .John Bake- 
well and $20,000 raised in a 
few months. Established with 
24 beds, the demand became so 
great that a new wing was add­ 
ed by Mrs. Luther Holton the 
following year. M e d i c a l and 
nursing care, board and laun­ 
dry were furnished at one dol­ 
lar a day and that dollar, with 
thrifty management, met 
all 
running expenses. For seven 
years it successfully operated 
on this basis until World War 
1 sent prices soaring and in 
June, 1918 the rate was raised 
reluctantly to $1.20 a day and 
then to $1.50.

Little children love to dabble 
in paints. 


I f you fix them up with a 
suitable 
place 
and 
a 
little 
equipm ent, both you and your 
child will enjoy the painting. 
But don't expect a toddler to 
paint pictures Many grown-ups 
have the notion that w henever 
a child paints, he must be copy­ 
ing som ething he has seen. But 
this is far from the truth. Little 
children seldom print THINGS. 
It is often the act of painting 
not the finished product that 
interests the child 
Adults think of painting as 
an art form, but preschool ch il­ 
dren do not know’ about art. 
They 
approach 
painting 
as 
they do other form s of activity 
—as som ething to do, and it is 
the doing that's im portant, not 
the finished painting. Children 
paint what they feel, not what 
they 
see. 
Instead 
of 
using 
paints to m ake pictures that 
represent the world in which 
they live, little children are e x ­ 
pressing what 
they feel and 
how they feel. 


I he adult w ho conies along 
and asks a little child. “What 
are you painting?” only con ­ 
tuses the youngster. 
Thiee-vear-old A ndy picked, 
up the brush, dm ped it into the ! 
red paint and m ade a straight 
line down one side of the pa­ 
per: then he m ade a w avy l i n e ' 
at the bottom. All the tim e he 
was chanting to himself: “F er­ 
ryboat. ferryboat, ferryboat on 
the river. 
A ndy dipped in for 
som e m ore red paint and added 
som ° curlyeues and a -few big 


I blobs; then he put his brush 
down and turned to his m other 
"Finished,'’ he said. 


M r be A n d y ’s painting rep­ 
resented the river and a boat, 
m aybe it d id n ’t. A ndy surely 
didn'i k now and couldn't have 
said in w ords w hy lie painted 
as he did, but obviously the e x ­ 
perience was- a very satisfac­ 
tory one for him . 


As 
little 
children 
becom e 
more fam iliar wi th paints they 
becom e freer in their ability to 
express how they feel. 
They 
can “say" w ith 
paints 
what 
they do not know how to say 
in Aords. The very expression 
of their feelin gs is satisfyin g to 
. the youngsters. 


Ted was an aggressive little 
four-year-old w ho 
bullied his 
way around. He loved to paint 
and splashed out his feelings in 
vivid colors and form less blobs. 
He was usually a little m ore 
tractable after a tim e at the 
easel. He had said with paints! 
how he felt and the very saving 
m ade him more com fortable. 


T-mid children, too, benefit 
from having a way to express 
how they feel about th em selves 
and the people they live with. 
If you can supply your chil­ 
dren with a m edium like paint­ 
ing by all m eans do so. 


And don t try to p sychoanal­ 
yze their paintings. You will 
get. into a lot of trouble. Even

TOPS IN FLATTERY

NEW YORK (UPD — Maybe 
it's too early in the century for 
a woman president, but one 
more male bastion has crumb­ 
led. 
A woman—red haired, young 
and comely — for the first 
time is a permanent conductor 
of a Broadway show. 
“ I’m not militantly feminist 
about it,’ though.” said L i z a 
Redfield, who eight times a 
week leads 28 men and one 
girl ithe cellist) through the 
popular score of “The Music 
Man.” 
“ Conducting has been mostly 
a man’s world, not because of 
some u n w r i t t e n prejudice 
against women 
but because 
most women just aren’t in­ 
terested in that p h a s e of 
music,” she said. 
Miss Redfield said there have 
been women assistant conduc-j 
tors in the theater, but she is 
quite certain she is the only 
permanently assigned — she 
has a contract for the duration 
of the show which has run 
three years and she figures is 
good for another year or two 
She took the baton a week 
ago from Herbert Greene, who 
was committed to a n o t h e r 
show. 


How does a woman—especi­ 
ally one not much past 30 —- 
get to this unique position in 
the theater? 
“ By talent, diligence and a 
little bit of luck,” said Miss 
Redfield, in an interview at 
her Manhattan apartment. “ I 
served a long apprenticeship.” 
She is modest as she de­ 
scribes her background. She 
was 
b o r n 
in 
Philadelphia, 
where her mother and brother 
still live. Her father died two 
years ago. 
“ The whole family was musi­ 
cal,” she said, “ but I was the 
only one to turn professional. 
I was doing piano concerts by 
the time I was eight.” 
She studied with p r i v a t e 
teachers in Philadelphia and 
majored in music at the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, from 
which she was graduated cum 
laude. 
Then she won the competi­ 
tion for a three-year scholar­ 
ship to study in Europe—“ But 
I never made it there,” she 
said, “ because of the war. Who 
knows what direction I would 
have taken, had I gone?” 
“ I found that I wasn’t that 
dedicated to the concert piano 
anyway,” she said, “so I came 
to New York.” 
She went to work for a pop 


music p u b l i s h e r arranging 
scor es, doing demonstration 
records, coaching artists, play­ 
ing piano in nightclubs and 
“just getting a general expos­ 
ure to the whole music field.” 
“ It was pure accident one 
day when I led an orchestra 
for a recording.” she said. “ I 
figured then, this is for me 
And one of these days I'd like 
to do the classics.” 
The blue-eyed beauty began 
conducting for summgr stock 
and off-broad way. “ I’ve had 
some 20 shows behind me.” 
she said, “ including two off- 
broad way this season.” 
She finds the male musicians 
in the “ Music Man” orchestra 
“ quite cooperative” and the an- 
dience “ sometimes c u r i o u s 
about a woman in the pit, but 
few people watch the conduc­ 
tor . . . they’re too busy with 
w-hat’s on the stage.” 
The conductor dresses sim­ 
ply in a black dress with long 
sleeves and a high neckline be­ 
cause “this red hair is distrac­ 
tion enough.” 
She added, laughing, “ One of 
the girls in the chorus.told me 
the other night it was the first 
time she’d ever seen the men 
in the chorus watching the con­ 
ductor.”

Baby’s happiness depends on 
little things—not those that 
thrill his mother, such as the 
imported christening dress and 
his sterling silver rattle. 
A little fellow needs a warm 
clean bed, a firm mattress, a 
quiet spot in the home, a room 
that can be darkened, a full 
stomach, 
and 
loving 
hands.! 
These are his requirements for' 
security. 
Even where there are large! 
families these days, the custom 
is to keep a nursery going until 
baby is old enough to want the I 
companionship of other chil­ 
dren in the home. Until he is 
a year old. older children may 
just be pests to him. interfer­ 
ing with his comfort. His early 
security lies with Mom. 
When planning baby's room, 
give him a break. 
True, he 
looks angelic on a frilly pillow 
in a lacy bassinet, but it is 
belter to put him in a larger 
crib with bumper protection 
and a good mattress, from the 
start. His room should be away j 
from the hustle and bustle of 
the home. 
Window shades or 
other blinds also help assure 
bahv peaceful co-existence. 
There should be a reason for 
objects in his room, and these 
should be not merely dust col­ 
lectors 
or 
extraneous 
para­ 
phernalia. 


i 
Plastic nursery equipment 
makes a good deal of sense 
from baby’s standpoint. It may 
be kept sanitary by frequent 
dunkings, and it comes in at­ 
tractive 
baby-appeal 
colors. 
Such items as polyethlene ham­ 
pers, wastepaper baskets or 
king size bath tubs can become 
toy bins later. 
Baby’s plastic 
training chair can convert into 
a youth chair, and it is easy to 
keep clean. 
Baby’s room can be attrac­ 
tive, even though planned with 
a purpose. It can be decorated 
inexpensively with objects that 
serve to beautify it while he is 
a baby, yet will appeal to tod­ 
dlers. 
A lamp may be made 
with an unusual base such as 
a teddy bear, Humpty Dumpty, 
rabbit or a toy train.

Paste them 
up with rubber cement or tack 
them up for easy removal later. 
Smaller felt cut-outs are attrac­ 
tive too, and these may be re­ 
moved later also.

Ditto heavy pic­ 
tures.) 


Baby is aware of his hands 
and feet at an early age, so 
large foot and hand patterns 
on the wall may amuse him 
even as a small child. 
Other 
suggestions i n c l u d e these: 
Make king-sized blocks out of 
plywood and paint them in gay 
enamels. 
A little clothes tree 
may be made out of a plywood 
cut-out of a toy soldier, a base 
and some pegs.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Opinions Needed On New 
Shoreline Highway Route 


Residents o f t h e Tamalpais-Mill 
Valley area and of West Marin will 
get 
an 
opportunity 
tomorrow 
and 
Thursday nights to view close-up the 
various plans for rerouting Highway 
1, the Shoreline Highway, from High­ 
way 101 to Olema. 
Division of Highways will have maps 
and officials on hand for discussion in 
Tamalpais Valley Elementary School 
from 2 to 9 p. m. tomorrow’ and in Stin­ 
son Beach's Community Center Build­ 
ing on Thursday during the same hours. 
Official public hearing on the plans is 
Aug. *4 at 2 p. m. in the Tamalpais Val­ 
iev School. 
We hope that all the residents of 
these areas go look at these maps, talk 
to the officials and make a decision in 
their own minds as to the best routing 
for the new? highway. Then let the high­ 
way people know, so your opinions can 
help shape the final decision . 
V e ve looked 
over the 
proposed 
routes. We are disappointed that the low 
level route from the G o l d e n Gate 
bridgehead through the military instal- 
1 a t i o n s isn't feasible at this time. It 
would have been beautiful. But we do 
like some of the plans the division has 
made. 
On the basis of what’s available now, 
we like the proposed new road which 
would start about half way down the 
V aldo tirade, at Rodeo Avenue, swing 
around the crest of the hill and dowm 
Oakwood \ alley to Tennessee Valley. 
This would be'a wonderful start for the 
Shoreline Highway. It would take West 
Marin-bound traffic off of Highway 101 
at the earliest possible moment, reduce 
traffic in the Sausalito-Marin Citv-Mill 


Valley turnoff, and provide access to 
new areas of Marin. 
If the new highway would then swing 
towards the ocean through Tennessee 
Valley, along the coast to Muir Beach 
and straighten out the existing route 
into Stinson Beach, we think it would 
give fine service to the western part of 
the county. 
There is one proviso, how ever. That is 
that there be an interchange constructed 
where the Oakwood Valley part of the 
road meets Tennessee Valley Road. 
Certainly we would not want to see Ma- 
rinitep who wanted to go to S t i n s o n 
Beach go halfway up the Waldo Grade 
to get started on Highway 1. 
Through Stinson Beach itself the di­ 
vision has two alternative routes. We 
prefer the higher, or hillside r o u t e 
rather than following the present rout­ 
ing through the town. If the highway 
follows the present route, much of the 
town would be destroyed and some of 
the state park lands expropriated. By­ 
passing the town on the hill would be 
good for the town and serve the com­ 
munity better.

doubtedly, some legislation af­ 
fecting the privileged class of 
boat-owmers in California will 
come before the 1961 session 
of the legislature, in an at­ 
tempt to get the 350 000 ves­ 
sels on an even keel with the 
rest of the state's taxpayers. 
At the present time, boat 
owmers with trailers haul their 
rigs over thousands of miles 
of California highways, with­ 
out anv additional gas tax to 
help pay for maintenance and 
upkeep. Yet the boat owners 
are entitled to a refund on 
the gas thev buy to operate 
the boats on California’s lakes 
and rivers. 


GASOLINE 
FOR 
350.000 
boats, of course, would pro­ 
vide a sizeabl« amount of tax 
to assist in maintenance of 
the highways and take at least 
part of the load off motorists 
who do not have boat trailers. 
Although 
registration 
for 
boats started about t h r e e 
months ago. the cost is only 
$5 per boat. Taxes on com­ 
parably 
priced 
automobiles 
run all the way up to $100 a 
year. Yet the boaters have a 
*10 million bond issue and 
borrowed $5 million for the 
installation of small craft har­ 
bors throughout the state. 


THESE FUNDS are on a 
loan basis, but it. will prob­ 
ably be somewhat difficult to 
pay back the loans on a $5 
registration 
fee 
basis. 
Of 
course, some of the fees for 
launching and storage will 
help. 


Records of the Department 
of Motor Vehicles show'thous- 
ands 
of 
boat 
owners 
are 
choosing to ignore the state 
law’s requiring registrations. 
Only 208,000 out of a total 
of an estimated 350,000 boats 
on the road and on the state's 


rivers, 
lakes 
and 
sloughs, 
have paid the registration fee 
Thus, the state still has about 
$710.000 to collect to license 
the rest of the vessels. 


UNDER PRESENT s t a t e 
law. anyone who chooses can 
operate a boat. Already, 17 
people have been killed in 
boating accidents since April 
1, when the boat registration 
law went into effect. 
No requirement is made for 
physical tests for operating 
boats. The result is inexper­ 
ienced operators, who with 
the growing interest in boat­ 
ing, are becoming a menace 
to people on the rivers and 
lakes.

ment, but these are enforced 
by local law agencies, which 
do not have the time nor the

in recent years the 
preferential primary has been 
increasingly neglected. There 
has been rot even one con* 
tested primary on the Re­ 
publican side this year. Sen. 
Kennedy won two primaries 
— West Virginia and Wiscon­ 
sin— against the least likely 
candidate, Humphrey — and 
w'on 
five 
other 
primaries 
against virtually no opposi­ 
tion. 


RUT KENNEDY is not to 
blame 
because 
the 
other 
Democrats wouldn’t enter the 
primaries. 


Wrhat is needed is a new 
look at the method of party 
nominations. 
A 
nationwide 
primary w’ould be too costly 
in time and money for most 
political leaders. But limited 
primaries ought to be better 
balanced from the standpoint 
of the whole electorate.
